DAYS OF ’49. 


Bill of Fare and Price List of 


Early Times. 
We heiewith reproduce a geniune 
curiosity of early Calitotuia days, iu 
the shape of a bill of fare, with price 
list of a hotel iu Haugtowu, now 
Placerville, in January, 1850. 
For 
tbis ' interesting document we are 
indebted to U. Elwood Brown, for a 
number of years a resident of near 
Plymouth, but who last year moyed 
to San Francisco. Mr Brown in 1891 
was in the real estate business in 
Minneapolis, and to gratify the curi­ 
ous, and at tbe same time draw atten­ 
tion to his business, had printod on 
bis business announcements, 
the 
following bill of fare and price list in 
vogue in the old time mining town in 
El Dorado county. We reproduce the 
business notioe aud bill of tare com­ 
plete,except as to tbe spaoe ocuppied, 
which iu the original is spread over a 
sheet 43^xl3*^inches in size: 
it is somewhat singular, that C. E l­ 
wood Brown, who came to California 
in the spring of 1891, for a visit only, 
and concluded to remain, should 
have—somewhere iu Minnesota—bad 
this quaint bill of fare of “ Jan., 
1850’’ shown him, using it as a curio, 
little dreaming he should spend years 
at a 
short driving distance from 
historic Placerville or Hangtown.

Battery Case. 
Nick Malovich and Lewis Sekoll, 
both miners working at the Argonaut, 
were arrested ou the evening of Sep­ 
tember 1st, charged with batteiy up­ 
on a 
brother employe named R. 
Varoli. 
From what we can gather 
the affair grew out of a sort of feud 
that has existed between the Austrian 
and Italian mine workers for souie 
time. Varoli is of Italian nativity; 
the defendants a”e from Austria. The 
attack occurred on the road between 
the Argonaut and Jackson, 
The 
accused pleaded guilty before justice 
Goldner, and were fined 820 each, 
which they paid. 
The facts, under 
plea of guilty, were not brought out 
in court. It is said, that the two de­ 
fendants, in operating a car in the 
underground woikings, found a stick 
of giant powder on the track. Varoli 
had traveled that way carrying some 
powder to the miners.

How This Wonderful and Deatruotive 
Air Fury Is Formed. 
To get an idea of a cyclone’s form a­ 
tion Imagine a large circular pan or 
ta b w ith quite a large hole in the 
m iddle of the bottom. 
W ith this hole 
plugged, fill the vessel w ith w ater, 
then draw out the plug and w atch. 
There is first a rush of w ater from 
all directions tow nrd the hole and a 
turbulent effort to get through; then 
the w ater surface above begins to 
sink and sw irl, the particles gradually 
circling around and around and rush­ 
ing, ever faster, tow ard the center. 
A t last there is actually a hollow space 
through the center, around w hich all 
the w ater In the tub is w hirling slug­ 
gishly near the rim, but w ith more and 
more violent rapidity tow ard the mid­ 
dle until it rushes dow nw ard through 
the bottom. 
Now, if th a t w ater were 
air you would be w atching a little 
cyclone turned npside down, for the 
air rushes upw ard instead of down­ 
ward. 
In the cradle of cyclones during the 
sum m er m ouths, w hen the land and 
the w ater grow hotter and hotter be­ 
cause of the longer days than nights, 
a layer of air, hot, light and full of 
vapor, is for a tim e held down by 
denser air above ltT Restless, expand­ 
ing, tum ultuous, it moves about like a 
beast at bay until a thinner place in 
the air above is found; then up it m ad­ 
ly rushes, and into the vacuum left be­ 
hind the low er atm osphere hastens from 
all directions, pushing and tw isting 
and pouring upw ard until it has fallen 
into a regular spinning around a com­ 
mon center. 
The cyclone, once formed, rushes 
aw ay from the tropics tow ard the pole 
and begins its career of destruction, 
bruising, w recking and sinking the 
luckless ships which happen to be in 
its path. 
More nnd more of the su r­ 
rounding atm osphere is draw n into the 
w hirl until the storm often covers an 
area nearly 1,000 miles in diam eter. 
Sometimes it flings itself upon our At­ 
lantic coast and tears fiercely through 
forests, fields and cities. Then, again, 
it sweeps aw ay across the broad ocean 
and dashes itself upon the coasts of 
Europe. 
Once in nwhile it so adroitly 
avoids the land th a t we never know it 
lugs passed until ships come in torn 
and broken.—S t Nicholas.

Methods of Extinguishing Flames, 
on Board Ships. 


RIGID DISCIPLINE THE RULE. 


Old Glory Humiliated. 
One Instance is know n in w hich Old 
Glory’s sham e is the crown of a fam ­ 
ily’s prestige. At the battle of Bla- 
densburg the American troops were 
defeated by the B ritish under th e com­ 
m and of an Irish officer nam ed Ross. 
In recognition of his services in w in­ 
ning this victory his sovereign granted 
him the title of Ross of Bladensburg, 
and to his crest w as added an Am er­ 
ican flag, reversed, w ith the shaft 
broken. 
The title is hereditary. 
In 
our generation the possessor is a colo­ 
nel of the Irish fusileers. 
And this 
Ross of B ladensburg uses as his crest 
today our stars and stripes turned up­ 
side down and w ith the sh aft broken 
in two.—Chicago Record-Herald.

When the Alarm Is Sounded Every 
Member of the Crew Has His Station 
and Carries Out the Particular Duty 
Intrusted to Him. 


Of all disasters th at can befall a 
ship none is more dreaded by the 
m ariner than a fire a t sea. Indeed, the 
annals of Lloyd’s record few greater 
ocean tragedies and, be it said, no 
more conspicuous instances of gal- 
mutry and heroic effort than those con­ 
nected w ith ships afire. 
No wonder, then, in view of the 
dreadful possibilities of an outbreak 
of fire ou board, th a t a thorough knowl­ 
edge of the proper steps to be taken 
In extinguishing the flames a t the out­ 
set or at least holding them in check 
is expected of every officer from the 
captain dow nw ard. 
Most vessels are now adays fitted 
w ith hydrants, several on each deck, 
and in the case of large liners hose 
is kept in haucty places, ready to be 
attached to the hydrants a t a mo­ 
m ent’s notice. 
Moreover, every large 
passenger boat carries a num ber of 
portable extinguishers which can be 
strapped on a m an's back. 
The spray 
from these is, of course, thiu, bu t very 
effective in subduing sm all outbreaks 
w here the fire has not secured too firm 
a hold. 
F ire drill form s a weekly feature in 
the routine on every ocean liner. 
E v­ 
ery meml)er of the crew literally, from 
captain to cabin boy, has his “fire 
station” allotted to him, a t which, 
when the signal is given, he takes his 
position and carries out the particular 
duty intrusted to him. 
W heu an actual outbreak occurs the 
fire alarm is if possible avoided, so as 
to prevent panic am oug the passengers. 
W ord is passed quietly nround, the pas­ 
sengers being kept in ignorance as 
long as possible. 
In fact, more than 
one fire a t sea has been extinguished 
w ithout any suspicion ou the p art of 
the passengers th a t the outbreak w as 
other than an im aginary one engineer­ 
ed by the officers to give the passengers 
a chance of seeing w hat could be done 
In the event of ttie real thing occurring. 
In m any cases, of course, the passen­ 
gers have to be informed, but the newB 
is alw ays broken as lightly as possible, 
and some special entertainm ent—a con­ 
cert, a dance, theatricals, and so on—Is 
got up to allay any natural feeling of 
nervous anxiety. 
Of course if the fire 
shows signs of becoming unm anage­ 
able the boats are got ready and sw ung 
out in case it appears necessary to 
abandon the ship. 
Ever}- boat on large liners Is kept 
fully provisioned, food sufficient for 
several days being contained in air and 
w ater tight tanks. 
The w orst fires at sea are those 
w hich cannot easily be got at. 
These 
usually occur am id the cargo in the 
lower holds and are often spontaneous 
In their origin. 
In such cases it is 
highly dangerous to open the hatches. 
The fire, w hich may have been smol­ 
dering for days, will naturally burst 
into a blaze as soon as th e air Is ad­ 
mitted. 
The proper course is to exclude the 
air in every possible w ay; consequently 
even the ventilators are stopped up. 
If th e holds are fitted w ith steam 
pipes, th e steam is a t once turned on; 
otherwise holes are cu t in the deck, 
Just large enough to adm it the nozzles 
of the fire hose, and w ater Is vigorous­ 
ly pum ped Into th e hold. 
In one form of extinguishing ap­ 
paratus, instead of steam or w ater, 
sulphurous fum es are injected into 
the hold, the fum es being generated 
In a m achine specially fitted for th a t 
purpose. 
This injection 
m ethod is 
highly effective and rarely fails if the 
pipes are properly placed in each hold. 
The steam or fum es are turned on 
from the upper deck. 
If a fire breaks out In th e hold and 
assum es such dim ensions th a t steam 
injection is pow erless to check it, the 
vessel Is, when possible, got into shal­ 
low w ater nnd, if necessary, beached. 
In any case the sea cocks of the par­ 
ticular hold are opened and the hold 
allowed to fill w ith w ater. 
This can 
usually be done w ith very little fear 
of the vessel foundering, as m odem 
built ships are divided into m any com­ 
partm ents separated by strong water­ 
tight bulkheads of steel or iron. 
Such 
is the buoyancy of a vessel so con­ 
structed th a t 
instances 
have 
been 
known of a c raft rem aining afloat w ith 
only one or tw o of these com partm ents 
dry. 
If the burning hold is a very large 
one and by flooding it w ith w ater 
there is danger of the vessel founder­ 
ing, the cargo in another hold is 
throw n overboard or “jettisoned,” as 
it is called a t sea, to counteract the 
w eight of w ater adm itted into the first 
hold. 
As a last resource, the vessel, 
if in dock or shallow w ater, is seut- 
Sed by opening the sea cocks. This has 
been done more than once in Tilbury 
docks. 
)¿'e seldom h ear now adays of fire 
breaking out in the passengers’ quar­ 
ters ou large liners. 
The introduction 
of electric lighting on board ship has 
uo doubt conduced greatly to this im ­ 
proved state of m atters. 
W hen a fire 
does break out in the cabin, it is usu­ 
ally 
soon 
detected, 
for a constant 
•vateh is kept by the officers and night 
•towards, who m ake periodical tours 
>f 
inspection 
duriug the 
nocturnal 
hours.—Pearson’s Weekly. 


BUYING OLD FIDDLES. 


M.iny Fina 
Instrumenta 
Have 
Been 
Picked Up Cheap. 
G reat num bers of fine old violins and 
violoncellos th a t come into the high 
class m arket of Loudon are procured 
through the medium of advertisem ents 
inserted in obscure country papers 
and especially those of ancient cathe­ 
dral cities. 
Of course few of the fiddles thus ob­ 
tained are veritable m asterpieces, but 
a great m any of them are fine exam ­ 
ples of early English and foreign m ak­ 
ers, and they are often bought for ri­ 
diculously sm all prices by a group of 
experts, who have brought the busi­ 
ness to a lucrative system . 
Many a 
struggling fam ily of long descent, in 
some out of the w ay p art of the coun­ 
try, happens to see in the one county 
new spaper of the week th a t good 
prices are given for old fiddles, and 
some long forgotten instrum ent in a 
lum ber room or put aw ay on a shelf 
suddenly comes to mind. 
Correspondence follows. 
The dealer 
Bends a deposit in order th a t some fid­ 
dle spoken of m ay be sent to him and 
examined, and he usually replies th a t 
the instrum ent sent is dilapidated and 
but so-so generally, but th a t he is will­ 
ing to give 30 shillings or £2 for It. 
In 
a great rnuny cases the offer is ac­ 
cepted offhand, and in this w ay most 
of the finest fiddles ex tan t of the sec­ 
ond class come into the hands of deal­ 
ers. 
Only lately a cello th a t came 
from a Shropshire farm a t the price 
Of £2 sold the sam e day to a w est 
end dealer for nearly £100. 
One of the most shrew d and respect 
ed of all these dealers w as until a 
year or tw o ago a humble m em ber of 
the orchestra of a London suburban 
theater. 
H e began to advertise in re­ 
mote papers to the greatest lim its of 
his scanty w ages and is now one of 
the m ost extensive and prosperous 
dealers in the tradu.—London Tlt-Bits. 


A SILLY TRAGEDY. 


The Duel Between Tom Porter and 
8ir Henry Bellaeit. 
Some of the royalists who w ere 
forced to endure the English common­ 
w ealth seem ed to console them selves 
for the dullness of life under a P uritan 
governm ent by fighting as m any duels 
as they could compass, so th a t Ignoble 
squabbles and foolish plots m ake up 
the history of their days. 
Tom P orter w as of a fam ily w hich 
had zealously served the king. 
Under 
the new governm ent his occupation w as 
gone, and he descended to a triviality 
of life w hich finally Involved him in a 
m ost pathetic event. This w as a duel 
w hich he fought w ith his friend, Sir 
H enry Bellasls, and which, says Pepys 
in his “D iary,” is w orth rem em bering 
for “the silliness of the quarrel, * * * a 
kind of emblem of the geueral com­ 
plexion of th e whole kingdom.” 
But, silly as the quarrel undoubtedly 
was, it carried in it an elem ent of heart­ 
break. 
The tw o young men Involved w ere 
intim ate friends and companions, but 
one day, “being m erry In company," 
Tom P orter said he should like to see 
the m an in England who would dare 
give him a blow. W ith th a t Sir H enry 
Bellasis struck him a box on the ear. 
The inevitable duel followed, w herein 
each w as wounded. 
Sir H enry proved 
to be seriously hurt, so he called Por­ 
ter, kissed and bade him fly. 
“For,” said he, “Tom, thou hast h u rt 
me, but I will m ake shift to stand upon 
my legs till thou m ayest w ithdraw , for 
I would not have thee troubled for 
w h at thou hast done.” 
P orter profited by his friend’s gener­ 
osity and escaped to France. Sir H enry 
died a few days later, and Pepys con­ 
cludes, “It Is pretty to see how the 
w orld do talk of them as a couple of 
fools th a t killed one another out of 
love.”
